The McNary-Haugen Bill 


It Is quite safe to say that if an election for 


members of consrcss was not in sight tho Mc- 
Nary-Haugcn bill would flnd little support in 
cither the houso or the senate. In the first place 
it is so Ions and so complicated that the average 
member will not know what It Is all about un- 
less he has constituents who arc expecting him 
to understand farm Interests. That may also be 
said for the public generally. 


In a few words—as few an possible—the bill 


provides for price fixing of products of the farm 
and th« manufactured products from those pro- 
duced on the farm. It attempts Tjy n highly artl- 
flclttl plan to raise and lower the price of farm 
products without regard to supply or demand. 


It proposes an appropriation of $200,000,000 


from the treasury (to start with) with which 
a. government corporation Is to buy farm pro- 
ducts with tho purpose of raising prices to what 


• Is called the "pre-war ratio" with tho general list 


of commodities Included In the price tables of the 
Bureau of I^abor. The plan is to buy up tho sur- 
plus ot certain farm products, over and above 
the amount required for homo consumption, and 
«»11 it in foreign markets at prevailing prices 
ThA surplus thus disposed of, tho corporation 
•would maintain prices on tho remaining supply 
at tho desired height and with tho old of pro- 
tective tariff duties to prevent imports. 
It would 


lose money on tho sales abroad, and these losses 
•would bo charged back to tho producers by nn 
Ingenious scheme that will be described further 
on. Tho magnitude of tho contemplated opera- 
tions is indicated by the fact that this corporation 
Is authorized to borrow one billion dollars. 


This does not look so bad at first. But the pro- 


posal to sell abroad cheaper than at home, will 
Immediately bring Into antagonism a great mass 
of the consuming public. Whenever it lias been 
fehown that manufactured articles have been sold 
on the markets of Europe at less than they do 
liere, thero has been great criticism. 
It affected 


.the tariff and aided In defeating one republican 
candidate for president. That process Is called 
"dumping." TVe are suffering. In the United States, 
now from lowered prices on butter because of the 
dumping of Danish butter here. 
"VN'o feel It In the 


finer cotton goods market because oC dumping 
ship loads of cotton fabrics from Europe In our 
markets. That policy In Europe destroyed tho 
toy making business of the United States. 
have responded to this with retaliatory legisla- 
tion. There Is no reason why Europo would not, 
especially In tho countries where wheat and other 
farm products are In keen competition with Euro- 
pean farmers, also retaliate. 


There will be necessity of balancing the receipts 


from tho surplus and the sales at home at a fixed 
and maintained price. 
The farmer will not get 


the increased price at home, only the average af- 
t»r losses abroad have been deducted and In ad- 
dition pay tho cost of maintaining the selling and 
general overhead of tho price fixing organization 
as well as thn Interest on the money used to cap- 
italize the operations. 


Then there Is the participation certificate, a 


piece of paper given tho producer as payment In 
part for his products when he brings thorn to tho 
warehouse. 
Ho does not receive settlement until 


the end of the year when all the transactions have 
'been closed up. 
How this Is to be determined 


and settlement made is still no vaguely defined in 
the minds of congressmen that tho corporation 
is permitted under an amendment to plan its own 
equalization scheme—a dangerous thing in itself. 


It looks an though tho only ones who will bene- 


fit by the McNary-Haugen bill aro the foreign con- 
sumers who will g<>t tho advantago of tho cheaper 
grain when all other nations aro undersold in 
their markets. The bill is indefinite and cumber- 
come. It puts the farmer In the very depths of 
the danger ho Is now of sending products to mar- 
ket and having tho commissions 
and 
costs of 


handling reach such n. figure that he receives 
practically nothing for the products. 


Pricc-flxinp with a foreign market ns balance 


•wheel cannot but violate every economic law. It 
nearly ruined Brazil with Its coffee. 
One might 


•waive considerations of paternalistic legislation If 
the bill seemed to bo sound In any part but based 
us It Is on a complicated and indefinite foundation 
it will not tost up to benefits for the farmer, but 
inure to his hurt. 


Who Really Discovered America? 


Iljr PItEDERIO J. IIASK1X. 


Washington.—The discovery recently on Long 


Inland of skeletons showing evidences ot great 
antiquity has stimulated anew the old controversy 
ns to who discovered America. The recent dis- 
covery is said to strengthen the case against Chris- 
topher Columbus as the real discoverer. Jn fact, 
historical science now seems to be leaning more 
and moro toward tho belief that centuries before 
Columbus was born. America had been discovered 
und was fairly well known to Kuropeans. 


Tho discovery at Malba, .Long Island, attracted 


especial attention because experts in anatomy said 
that tho skulls and skeletons unquestionably were 
those of white men and not oC Indians. Fur- 
ther, it was clear to the experts that the skeletons 
were at least six centuries old. 


Tho best known story of early Xorse discovery 


and oecuprt'Uon of American soil is that told in 
Longfellow's poem, "The Skeleton in Armor." 
Longfellow was familiar with tho old stone tower 
which has stood at Newport, U. I., for so long 
that thero is no traco of its origin. It was old 
when tho Pilgrim Fathers landed at Plymouth 
Hock. In TS31 a skeleton, clad in ancient armor, 
was unearthed near Fall River, Muss. 
Tho ar- 


mor was o£ a character traceable to tho Norse 
civilization of a very early date. Longfellow con- 
nected the1 two relics—the tower and tho armed 
skeleton—and wove-his fantastic 
ballad 
about 


them. 


The ancient Icelandic and Scandinavian sagas 


make many references to a vast land across the 
western ocean which, It is contended, could not 
be other than tho American continent. It was 
believed to be an bland of comparatively, small 
size.

It seems natural that most of the Norse relics 


should bo found in New England on this would be 
the first territory In what Is now the United States, 
which tho Vikings would strike in coming down 
from Greenland. 
Ancient implements, certainly 


not of Indian origin, have been ploughed up in 
New England fields, and In .Bristol County, Mass., 
there has been found an Inscribed rock, now call 
ed tho IJighton Writing Rock, which bears rough 
lettering telling that a. Viking identified as Thor 
linn Karlscfnl, with 150 men landed to took pos- 
session, of what now Is Massachusetts about the 
year 1007. The rock was discovered by tho Pur- 
itans In 1(580. 


Probably tho mont amazing find In connection 


with Norse antiquities in America was that of what 
is known as the Kensington Rune Stono in 1898. 
It was discovered by a farmer who was engaged 
in grubbing up stumps on his farm near Kensing- 
ton, 
Minn. The stono was Imbedded In the roots 


of a tree. Its Inscription has been liberally de- 
ciphered and tells how eight Goths or Swedes and 
twenty-two Norsemen journeyed to 
that 
spot 


where they were attacked by Indians. 
Tho im- 


plication Is that, while surrounded and besieged 
by the savages, the Vikings carved tho stone In 
the hope that some day their people would llml a 
traco of what had become of them. Tho amazing 
fact is that the stono is clearly dated "Year 136'J." 


Columbus' discovery of America, it will be rc- 


mcrnbcrod. was 1492, a hundred and thirty years 
later. That a small party ot Vikings, accustomed 
only to the sea, should have gone nearly halt 
way across the American continent, sccma Incred- 
ible. Undoubtedly, they sailed in small crafts up 
the Great Lakes. 


Another astonishing: evidence oC how wide- 


spread wcro the explorations of the Norse on this 
continent Is to bo found in Northern Georgia. 
Atop a mountain there has been found a pre- 
tentious fort of an antiquity which places it far 
earlier than the date of the Spanish explorations. 
Tho medicine men of tho Cherokee Indians are 
declared to have told the tlr.st English settlers 
that Ions before they appeared another race ot 
white men had held the country and bu;lt the 
fort on the mountain. The mountain top lii en- 
circled by a stono wall, originally about 4 feet 
high and 3 feet wide. It is nearly half a mile in 
total length. 
* • • * 


In addition to tho old weapons found and tho 


tablets and stone edifices, tho experts declare that 
there aro other Indications which should conclu- 
sively prove that Columbus Is not entitled to tho 
credit for tho discovery of the; western hemis- 
phere which he has enjoyed for so long. 
For 


many years tho common teaching has been that 
the. name America was bestowed on tlie continent 
In honor of the great navigator Amerigo Vespucci, 
who followed Columbus and 
made 
maps and 


charts and wrote records of the now world. 


Tho proponents of the Norse theory combat this 


Idea saying that even the name comes from a 
northern .source. 


It is claimed that T.eif Kricson, a Viking, made 


the first discovery of America about the year 1000 
or nearly live centuries before Columbus came. 
In thn Scandinavian language thero In the old 
word "unit" which means land. It Is contended 
that the new world would most probably be 
named after Its discoverer, whose, namo was Kric- 
son. A natural name, it Is pointed out, would bo 
Amt-Erica, or the Land of Eric. 
It is only nec- 


essary to cllldn the letter "t" from the Ilrst syllable, 
ot the word to produce tho word America as It 
Is spelled today. 
Tills Is much nearer to the 


present word than the Italian name Amerigo. Al- 
so, it is claimed, a land would scarcely be named 
iiftcr the first namo of a man. 
The last name 


would more likely be used. 
Amerigo was Ves- 


pucci's first name. 
Eric or Ericson was the sur- 


name ot Lclf Ericson. 


Much more evidence has been collected by hls- 


lorlans and antiquaries showing that tribes of 
IndlanH called this continent America or a name 
ot similar sound before the arrival of Columbus 
or before any of the early Spanish or English set- 
:l"rs came. 


All these facts necessarily have rm7c"h"fasclna- 


.lon for an American. Searches for additional 
nformatlon still aro going forward and It seems 
Ikoly that further evidence will lie discovered. 
!t I.s qulto probable that thn school books will 
lave to bo changed in the face ot fresh and con- 
vincing evidence) that, great ns Columbus was, 
ic was not the discoverer of the western world. 
The. existing school books, of course, long have 
made mention of tho early Norso voyages, but 
they havo been treated moro as uncertain and 
doubtful legends than as historical facts. If much 
more evidence accumulates, tho legend theory 
will be displaced and the story of the Vikings 
must be accepted as the real basis ot early Am-
